Bush, a host of dignitaries and
over 15,000 spectators filled the
memorial plaza on this solemn
occasion. The Navy Band’s
selections for the day added
much to the ceremony. The
Navy Band and Sea Chanters
combined on C. Huber Parry’s
Jerusalem, and before the
rendering of taps the band
sounded a powerful rendition of
Copeland’s Fanfare for the

Common Man.

Across the Pacific the Sea
Chanters were in Pearl Harbor,
Hawaii on May 21 to salute our
veterans as they played an
integral part in the premiere of
Disney’s new summer
blockbuster, Pearl Harbor.
Movie stars,
military and
special VIPs all
attended the
event that is sure
to have made
movie history.
The premiere
was held on the
flight deck of
the USS John C.
Stennis (CVN
74), just yards
away from the
sunken
battleship USS

still entombing
more than 1,000
of the 1,177 men
killed Dec. 7,
1941 during the Japanese
surprise attack on Pearl Harbor.
The Sea Chanters, accompanied
by the Honolulu Symphony,
sang Carmen Dragon’s
arrangement of America the
Beautiful as part of the
dedication ceremonies before a
crowd of over 2,000 invited
dignitaries and Pearl Harbor
veterans. While mingling with
guests on board the Stennis, the
Sea Chanters had a chance to
rub elbows with singers Faith

Arizona (BB 39),

Hill and Lee Greenwood.

Back home in Washington,
the Sea Chanters were once
again featured with the National
Symphony Orchestra at the
National Memorial Day
celebration on the west lawn of
the U.S. Capitol. The theme of
this year’s concert was centered
on remembering the veterans of
the attack on Pearl Harbor. In a
solemn moment of
remembrance to those who gave
their lives on “...a date which
will live in infamy,” the Sea
Chanters haunting version of the
Navy Hymn, Eternal Father
visibly affected many of the
Pearl Harbor survivors in
attendance.

Once again the Navy Band
has demonstrated the power of
music and its place in important
ceremonies remembering those
brave heroes who gave their
lives so we can continue to live
with the freedoms we enjoy. ff*
